Arts  and  Science 

Prof.  T.  F.  McIlwraith  received  an  hono- 
rary Doctor  of  Laws  degree  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  New  Brunswick  on  Oct.  10. 
Prof.  McIlwraith  attended  the  meeting  of 
the  Royal  Society  of  Canada  in  Quebec, 
in  June  and  was  elected  president  of  Sec- 
tion II.  As  representative  of  the  Archaeo- 
logical and  Historical  Sites  Board,  he  spoke 
at  the  unveiling  of  historical  plaques  at 
Oriole,  Niagara  Falls,  Chippawa,  Comber- 
mere,  Port  Hope,  and  Scarborough  during 
July,  August,  and  September. 

Dr.  P.  E.  Smith  spent  eight  months  of 
his  1962-63  leave  of  absence  in  Egypt  as 
director  of  the  Canadian  Prehistoric  Expe- 
dition sponsored  by  National  Museum  of 
Canada  in  response  to  the  International 
UNESCO  campaign  to  salvage  the  archaeo- 
logical sites  to  be  destroyed  as  a result  of 
the  building  of  the  new  high  dam  at  Aswan. 
A number  of  important  Stone  Age  cultures 


were  discovered,  including  some  not  pre- 
viously known  in  the  Nile  Valley.  In  May 
Dr.  Smith  gave  a lecture  at  the  American 
University  in  Cairo  on  the  discoveries.
